Quentin Roosevelt was killed when his airplane was 
brought down during a fight near Chateau Thierry Sunday was reported in despatches by 
Paris newspapers today.

The newspapers say he was attacked by a squadron while returning from a patrol 
flight on the Chateau Thierry front. 
He suddenly lost control of his machine, the reports 
said, “having probably received a mortal wound.”

Quentin s cousin, Captain Philip Roosevelt, who was in the trenches, saw the former 
fall but did not learn his identity until later. 
Roosevelt’s machine, which was set on fire, fell behind the German lines, in full 
view of the American positions.

training has been givfen in physical 
education in the Santa Ana schools, 
and the results bear evidence of the 
value and im portance of em phasizing 
the train in g , of the body as well as 
the mind. Our boys and girls entered 
into the work with a fine spirit and 
better health, stronger and straighter 
bodies have been developed. 
A su­ 
pervisor of physical education for the 
elementary schools and an instructor 
each for the boys and girls 
of 
the 
high school were appointed a year 
ago and the sam e plan has received 
your approval for the coming school 
year. 
The need of military training for 
our boys is being emphasized more 
and more as the world war continues. 
It is the kind of training that appeals 
most to boys aud in which they take 
the most interest. 
I believe we are fortunate in the 
selection of a man to give such train ­ 
ing to the boys of our Interm ediate 
school and High school, and Junior 
College next year. 
Mr. Sherman, who 
has been selected for that work has 
had four years of m ilitary training in 
the United States army and will come 
to us with the highest commendation 
in his ability to work with and train 
boys successfully. 
The School Survey 
Last November Dr. J. Harold W il­ 
liams of the W hittier 
State 
School 
made a psychological survey of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades of tho Santa Ana schools. This 
work has been continued during 
the 
year by Miss Bess Henry in the hope 
of classifying pupils more accurately. 
Between ninety and one hundred 
pupils have been given the Binet test 
and of that num ber

them to receive in a class of thirty 
to thirty-five pupils. 
I would there­ 
fore strongly recommend that a room 
at the W ashington school be used for 
an ungraded or opportunity class and 
that a teacher of experience be se­ 
cured to givo her undivided interest 
and attention to s u c h a class. 
Vocational Guidance 
Vocational Guidance has been prom­ 
inent in eighth grade work. 
A series 
of weekly lessons were given on dif­ 
ferent occupations and private con­ 
ferences were held with every Inter­ 
mediate graduate in regard to their 
high school course and choice of voca­ 
tion. 
a 
It is very essential to the success of 
a pupil entering the high school that 
he shall have a pretty definite idea of 
what he w ants to do when he 
has 
completed his high school course. He 
may change and probably will change 
his mind during the progress of his 
high school course, nevertheless, if he 
is able to form ulate his desires as to 
a future career into a pretty clearly 
defined life motive, that alone will 
give him an incentive and im petus to 
work and study and may prevent his 
falling into careless, indifferent and 
drifting habits. 
Too many boys and 
girls have in the past entered upon 
their high school or college courses 
with no more definite purpose in mind 
than that it is the custom or style to 
take such a course and th at such 
a 
course affords a splendid opportunity 
to have a good time. 
The vocabulary test from the Stan­ 
ford Revision, which has a co-relatkm 
of over 90 with the entire series, was 
given each 
one. 
The 
information 
gained from this test 
and 
the 
so­ 
called Otis Group tests in addition to 
class m arks and teachers’ estim ates 
of intelligence will be used in classify­ 
ing the freshm en in 
the 
fall. 
The 
sam e group tests have been given to 
the freshm en and seniors in the high 
school and will be extended through­ 
out the entire school system above 
the third grade. 
Below 
the 
third 
grade the Stanford Revision will be 
used as thoroughly as possible. 
The Industrial School 
You have already 
approved 
my 
recommendation for a new school for 
those Mexican children who are un­ 
able to speak or understand the Eng­ 
lish language. 
This school will make 
it possible to give such children per­ 
sonal attention and a kind of training 
suited to their needs, a training that 
is impossible when they are placed 
in the same class with pupils who are 
not thus handicapped by language and 
custom. 
It is our hope to give such 
children a training that* will enable 
th e m 'to do for themselves, to under­ 
stand American life, and the oppor­ 
tunities and advantages of an Ameri­ 
can citizen, to love, respect and obey 
the laws of our country; in short, to 
become self-supporting, 
self-respect­ 
ing, law-abiding American citizens. 
W ith your approval we wish during 
the coming year to conduct a night 
school for the benefit of the fathers 
and m others of those Mexican chil­ 
dren and in this night school offer in­ 
struction in oral and w ritten English, 
Arithmetic, W riting and Spelling and 
in the history and laws of our coun­ 
try, and in hygienic methods of living. 
Home Nurse 
During the past sem ester, we have 
been trying 
and 
experim enting 
In 
connection with the home life of our 
Mexican people. 
Upon my 
recom­ 
mendation you appointed Mrs. Rodri­ 
guez to visit the homes, study their 
mode of living and teach them sani­ 
tary methods. 
This experim ent 
has 
proven to be very beneficial in many 
ways. 
Mrs. Rodriguez has done 
In 
the short time of a sem ester a won­ 
derful work for her people in teaching 
them more sanitary ways of liring, in 
arousing their interest in 
American 


life, Its opportunities and advantages 
and in providing them with some of 
the com forts and necessities of life. 
She has succeeded in interesting many 
of the m others in Red Cross work, in 
taking lessons iii cooking and sewing 
and during the past two years has 
conducted a very successful Mexican 
P. T. A. in which the 
fathers 
and 
mothers took a lively 
interest 
in 
learning better methods of bringing 
up and educating their children. This 
is a work of far-reaching importance, 
not only to the best welfare of our 
Mexican people, but to the welfare of 
our own people as 
well. 
I 
would, 
therefore, strongly 
urge 
the 
re-ap­ 
pointm ent of Mrs. Rodriguez. 
Evening High School 
Three years ago we organized and 
conducted a very successful evening 
high school. The interest in tile .work 
and the number,Enrolled exceeded our 
wildest dreams. Over twelve hundred 
enrolled for this work. 
In 
fact, 
at 
one tittie during the evening school, 
over one-third of the people of Santa 
Ana was attending day and evening 
schools—a most laudable situation in 
the Intellectual life of our city. 
This 
evening school was discontinued at 
the time on account of a ruling by our 
state superintendent 
of 
Public 
in­ 
struction to the effect that in order to 
receive state appropriations for our 
attendance, it would be necessary to 
hold school tile same number of even­ 
ings per week as the number of school 
days per week. This we were unable 
to do on account of the expense 
in­ 
volved. 
The school law 
has 
since 
been changed so as to 
permit 
the 
holding of evening schools, 
one 
or 
more evenings per week. 
It was the 
consensus of opinion of those 
who 
were taking advantage of this even­ 
ing school and of those who were in a 
position to judge of Its real 
merits. 
that in extending the opportunities of 
our splendid high school facilities to 
those of our citizens who were desir­ 
ous of securing a better preparation 
for their chosen line of work and in 
affording an opportunity to those who 
have found from experience that they 
need more special training along some 
particular line, that we were putting 
this investment of our People’s money 
to the best possible advantage. 
But there is now another and more 
important reason for re-establishing 
an evening high school. The present 
war conditions are emphasizing more 
than ever before that tim e and prep­ 
aration are two very important ele­ 
ments in the life of the individual. 
Our social, economic 
and 
industrial 
conditions have been changing rapid­ 
ly in the past four years. The cost of 
living has advanced rapidly. To meet 
these changed conditions some people 
have found it necessary to draw on 
every available reserve force, even to 
the taking of their children out of 
school for part of the school year at 
least, to assist in meeting the daily 
expenses of the home; 
some 
have 
been obliged to change or found it to 
their financial betterm ent to 
change 
their line of work or profession. 
On 
account of all of our young men of 
draft age being engaged in the vari­ 
ous lines of work, a demand is made 
upon those below the draft age to as­ 
sist in meeting the present industrial 
and economic conditions. 
So 
urgent 
has this demand become all o$er our 
country that Secretary Lane of the 
Department of the Interior early last 
February called a conference of the 
representatives of the several depart­ 
ments at W ashington 
most 
directly 
concerned in the m atter to outline 
“Government policies 
involving 
the 
schools in war time.” Their report in­ 
cludes a brief outline 
of the 
most 
pressing needs as seen by each depart­ 
ment concerned and a summary of con­ 
clusions and 
recommendations, 
so 
vital to the social, economic and in­ 
dustrial welfare of our people is the 
findings and recommendations of this 


committee that I, 
herewith, 
them in this report. 
The Need in Agriculture 
‘‘Before the opening 
of 
the 
war 
there were in the United States about 
6,000,000 farm ers, and about an equal 
number of farm laborers. There are 
farm labor difficulties to be overcome 
in many parts of the Union. In some 
sections the situation is acute. 
Aside from casual work, chores, and 
the like, which might be done outside 
of school hours, the labor 
of 
boys 
under 14 years of ago is not a vital 
factor on the farm. City boys, without 
farm experience, are 
not 
generally 
useful under 16 years of age. In some 
lines of farm work unskilled boys can 
be used in part, under skilled direc­ 
tion. In some lines of work a bright, 
strong boy can step in, without pre­ 
vious experience, and be of use al­ 
most from the first day. There are. of 
course, some kinds of farm work that 
a boy without farm experience can not 
be expected to do without, training. In 
any case, intelligence, good health, and 
good physical development are 'e sse n ­ 
tial for useful service on the farm. 
I One of the urgent needs on the 
farm today is for capable women to 
help with the housework. W ithout such 
help many farm s could not take on ad­ 
ditional farm laborers, even if they 
were available, because of the added 
labor involved in providing meals and 
lodging. 
The Need in the Army and Navy 
The Army and Navy do not want, 
and can not use, boys under 18 years 
of age, nor boys nor men of any age 
who are not strong and well developed j 
physically, So far as the Army and 
Navy are concerned, there is nothing 
more im portant that the schools can 
do (ban to keep going at full capacity, 
and at the same time to emphasize in 
every possible way 
their 
work 
in 
physical education. High school boys 
will render the best service of which j 
they are capable 
by 
remaining 
in | 
school until completion of the high 
school course. 
As soon as the Army is able to an­ 
nounce definitely its need of men pos­ 
sessing certain technical and trade 
qualifications, it will be necessary for 
large numbers of young men 18 years 
of age and over to respond by taking 
the training courses that may be pro­ 
vided to prepare them in the shortest 
possible time. But, in the meantime, 
nothing can possibly be gained 
by 
boys doing otherwise than to continue 
in school, laying the very best pos-! 
sible foundation for such subsequent! 
training. If they are wanted, they w ill! 
be called. 
If the schools will carefully select! 
boys having suitable physical devel- 1 
opulent and other necessary qualifiea-! 
tions, prepare them for 
the 
various j 
brandies of agricultural 
work, 
and! 
send them out to service on the farms 
under proper auspices during the ap­ 
proaching vacation, they will undoubt­ 
edly be offering greater relief in the 
present emergency than would be pos­ 
sible by attem pting to carry on any 
work immediately under the Army or 
Navy. 
Vigorous physical 
training 
under 
discipline furnishes excellent prepara­ 
tion for civil or 
military 
usefulness 
Inter on. 
Such value as formal mili­ 
tary drill in the high 
schools 
may 
have, however, is more likely to be 
through keeping the boys satisfied to 
remain in school tiian as a contribu­ 
tion to tile immediate military strength 
of the country. 
The Need in Civil Service 
"There 
is 
a 
strong 
demand for 
clerks, stenographers, 
and 
typewrit­ 
ers, but tile places can not be tilled by 
boys and girls under 18 years of age. 
No advantage would accrue to the civil 
service in any way by shutting down 
the schools or by curtailing school 
facilities. 
Many civil service positions 
have 
been filled by drawing workers from 
commercial aud industrial bouses, and 
also by drawing teachers 
from 
the 
schools. 
All of the 
positions 
thus 
made vacant m ust be filled from some 
source. Therefore, schools could un­ 
doubtedly render a much-needed ser­ 
vice by organizing classes 
to 
train 
stenographers, typewriters, clerks and 
secretaries. 
The Need in Industry 
“Many industries aud 
commercial 
establishm ents could use capable boys 
and girls tor various kinds of service, 
but Government officials m aintain that 
no emergency exists 
which 
justifies 
proposing any relaxation of the laws 
safeguard!! g the working condition of 
young people. 
Still more serious labor shortages 
in industry are anticipated, but boys 
and girls under 18 years of age should 
not be liked to make up these short­ 
ages any more than can possibly be 
helped. It is easier 
to 
provide ap­ 
proved working conditions on the farm 
than in the mill or factory. 
Summary 
of 
Conclusion* 
and 
Recommendations 
“I. Conditions in different sections 
of tile country are so diverse that no 
detailed policy will be uniformly ap­ 
plicable. Only 
general 
policies 
and 
principles may 
be 
adopted for the 
country as a whole. 
Thf Elementary Schools 
“2. There appears to be nothing in 
the present or prospective war em er­ 
gency to justify curtailm ent 
in 
any 
respect of the sessions of tile elem en­ 
tary schools, or of the education of 
boys ami girls under 14 years of age, 
and nothing which should serve as an 
excuse for interference with the pro 
gressive development of the school 
system. Teachers and pupils may be

EVERYBODY FOR IT 


That there is a definite arrangement made where­ 
by one of the streets connecting Santa Ana with the 
country to the southwest is to be paved is a matter 
of congratulation. W e draw a long breath in thanks. 
Both Santa Ana and the section to the southwest have 
long been wanting that pavement, and both are 
equally pleased with the prospect of getting it before 
the winter rains start in. 
The Old Newport'aiul Talbert sections arc going 
ahead. 
No one can ride out that direction without 
admiring the thrift and prosperity that marks the 
ranches. 
Just now, especially, the sugar beet and 
lima bean vie with each other in giving joy to every 
passer-by who has an ounce of genuine farmer blood 
in his veins. 
Every farmer has an automobile, and 
like tile re>t of us, he has a distinct understanding of 
the difference between a paved road and one that is 
not paved. That stretch of bad road between them 
and Santa Ana has always looked formidable, and 
there were times of the year when some of them 
refrained from journeying this way any more than 
they could help. 
In a county that takes pride in its 
good roads, the lack of paved connections to the 
southwest stood out like a sore thumb. 
The paving is to be done jointly by city and 
county, 
it is an arrangement that will meet with 
the approval of all concerned. 
Both city and county 
will be benefitted by the paving.

Prime Study of Primitive Things 
From the Minneapolis Journal — ■— 


We read the news that “The south is expanding 
its textile industries,” and that “the dye industry i> 
expanding in the south. ’ The former item is gleaned 
from the M anufacturers’ Record, and the latter from 
the Christian Science Monitor. 
According to the 
Record, more than two million dollars was required 
to finance the building and equipping of new mills 
and e x ten sio n s iii cotton manufacture in the south 
during the three months of April, May and June. 
The ultimate investment in these enterprises will be 
far greater*. 
North Carolina, Virginia and Georgia, 
in the order named, lead in the new enterprises. 
And down in Mobile, Alabama, a large dye factory 
is under construction. 
W hat enterprise is demonstrated and what an 
awakening is indicated, when the south shows so 
much evidence of getting away from the old idea that 
it must merely raise the cotton and ship it elsewhere 
to be m anufactured! 
How proud the south will be 
to show cloth made in the south from southern cot­ 
ton, and dyed with southern dye! 
And with this new development in industry, the 
south may come to look from a different viewpoint 
upon the tariff question. 
Great Britain has been 
keeping her factories up to full capacity, and more, 
during the war, and is today making knit goods and 
clothes for American soldiers, 
Germany has more 
factories for the production of dyes than she had 
before the war, though some of them are making 
munitions, temporarily. 
Japan has largely increased 
her textile mills, and has a dye industry which she 
expects to operate for export purposes when the 
war is over. Great Britain, and Germany, and Japan, 
all expect to sell their products in America in compe­ 
tition with the products of American mills, both north 
and south. 
W hat is the South going to do about it? Grad­ 
ually the wage scales, the hours of labor and all other 
manufacturing conditions in the south will be placed 
on the same standard as in the north. 
I he south will 
be face to face with the injurious competition of for­ 
eign producers. 
W ill the south then stand for free 
trade, as it has in the part, or will it insist upon a 
protective tariff which shall represent at least the 
difference in cost of production at home and abroad? 


WAR TAXES 


A C anadian soldier in Flanders, wandering among 
th e ru in s of a Belgian village, came upon a pile of rubbish 
th a t had been a school house. 
From it he picked up a 
frag m en t of a prim er in which he found lessons like this: 
“My fath er owns a horse. T he horse is a good horse, 
because his back is short. 
T he horse is a good horse 
because his feet are sound.” 
T his lesson and others gave in prem ier language the 
fundam ental qualities and description of th e fam ous 
Belgian d ra ft horse—the ideal farm horse of the Low 
C ountries. 
W hile the child in th a t school w as learning 
to read his m other tongue, he w as unconsciously becom­ 
ing a good judge of live stock. 
T his lesson induced 
observation in the pupil. 
It cost no m ore to publish a 
p rim er like this than one like the C anadian studied in 
his boyhood, which probably contained lessons like this: 
“See the cat. 
The cat can eat a rat. 
T he boy is by 
his dog. 
T he fox can run to his den. 
See how th e dog 
and fox do run.” 
T he cat-and-rat lesson m ay be a good setting-up exer­ 
cise; but the good horse lesson both sets up and saw s 
wood a t the sam e time. T he Belgian prim er lesson opens 
th e eyes of the little B elgians to the things th a t daily 
pass before th eir eyes. 
T he other lesson w ill have no 
appreciable effect eith er for good or evil on th e tastes, 
the staying qualities, the speed or the longevity of either 
the dog, cat, ra t or fox; nor would it m a tte r if it did. 
The Belgian prim er’s point of view is th a t of th e student 
observer; the oth er is th at of the en tertain ed spectator. 
R eading about the good points of horses and cows 
need not dull the child's interest in heroes and quad­ 
ra tic s;; nor need the knowledge of these th in g s of farm 
and highw ay crowd out the knowledge of m usic, a rt and 
the o th er hum anities. 
T here is room enough and to 
spare in the hum an mind for both. 
An acquaintance w ith horses, cows, corn and cabbages 
is a good foundation on which to build a liberal educa­ 
tion. 
And, in fact, no philosopher, theologian, m usician 
or engineer is liberally educated who, seeing tw o horses, 
know s only th a t they are two horses; or who is not 
aw ake to the good points of a high class horse as he is to 
the points of high a rt in a cathedral, a sym phony or a 
poem. 
O ur feet m ust stand on clay, no m a tte r w here our 
heads may be; and a good w orking know ledge of th at 
clay may greatly im prove our standing.

The income taxes which we paul without any 
disturbance to our banking system, and with com­ 
paratively little inconvenience to our people, amounted 
to somewhere near $3,000,000,000. 
Our internal 
revenue collections for the last fiscal year were 
$3,675,000,000. 
O ur customs, postoffice and other 
receipts swelled the figure to a good deal more than 
$4,000,000,000. 
W e have thus raised over four billions by taxa­ 
tion in one year. That is enough to pay the interest 
on a national debt of a hundred billion dollars, which 
is far more than any belligerent yet owes or is likely 
to owe. 
W e can raise twice that much or more by taxa­ 
tion without crippling our productive industries, 
wrecking our banks or suffering great personal Hard­ 
ships ; and we may do so before the war is over. 
Suppose we do contribute the huge sum of 
$8,000,000,000 in cash to pay current war expenses. 
That is not more than one-sixth of our national in­ 
come. If necessary, we shall cheerfully pay one dol­ 
lar out of every six to win the war. 
Most of the other belligerents are paying more 
than that; and it comes harder with them, because 
they are only making a dollar or two to our six, and 
have much less left after paying their rock-bottom 
living expenses. 
W e have started in to win this war, and money 
Is going to be forthcoming. We want Uncle Sam ,to 
have all the money he can use in his efforts to end 
this war as soon as possible. 
If a billion dollars or 
so can hasten the end of the war by a month or by 
any other appreciable period f>f time, by all means 
spend the billion. 


Every time a national convention is called off 
because of the price of railroad fares, Director 
McAdoo smiles. 
He doesn’t give a hang for pas­ 
sengers. He wants to haul freight. 


W hatever standing the pacifist may have in this 
country in tim e of peace, he has not even standing room 
—sentim entally 
and 
figuratively 
speaking— while 
this 
country is engaged in war. 
T he pacifists who a re real 
patriotic and who have right perceptions, have turned 
th eir olive branches into sw ords and have exchanged 
th eir peace dove for the grim eagle. 
T here is no other 
attitu d e tolerable or consistent and com patible with 
loyalty th an to hush clam or for peace and to join, w ith 
utm ost strength, in aiding this nation and its associates 
to achieve a ju st and lasting peace through the arb itra­ 
m ent of the sw ord—the only way, in the circum stances, 
th at a safe and honorable peace may be achieved. 
W ar w as not of this nation’s choosing. 
It desired to 
keep out of the struggle—to continue to live a t peace 
w ith all the world. 
But the devilish kaiserism made it 
utterly im possible for this country honorably and safely 
to keep out of the war. 
A m erica’s battle-blade is clean. 
Its m oral position

Finds He Will Have to Send 
Out Statements to Get 
War Fund 


At a meeting of the executive com­ 
m ittee of the Santa Ana chapter of 
the American Red Cross last night 
Fred Rafferty was elected secretary to 
take the place of Dr. 
John 
Wehrly, 
who resigned upon being commission­ 
ed in the United Slates Medical Re­ 
serve Corps.

He is chairman of the finance com­ 
mittee of the chapter, and at present 
s engaged in securing -payments on 
the Red Cross War Fund.

Raffer* 
ty had hoped to get the money in with- 
out having to send out statem ents to 
hose who signed quarterly payment 
pledges.

Dr. Wehrly, who retires as seere- 
ary, was the original Red Cross man 
n Santa Ana.

o f the school funds makes this at ah 
possible. 
. “4. In the cities there would be no 
interference with the supply of need­ 
ed labor if all children under 14 con­ 
tinue in school to the end of the reg 
ular session, and through the summer 
as well, and there would be but little 
interference if all children under 16 
continue in school. With reference to 
boys and girls over these ages, the 
recommendations which follow indi­ 
cate certain directions in which it is 
believed the school program may be 
modified when 
necessary 
to 
meet 
emergencies. 
The Se con dary Sc h o o ls 
“5. One of the places in which there 
appears to be immediate demand for 
modification of the high school pro 
gram is in respect to the need for ag­ 
ricultural labor. Much valuable service 
can be rendered by carefully select­ 
ing and training boys to assist in meet­ 
ing this demand. It can not 
be 
too 
strongly urged, however, 
that 
each 
pupil's case be considered individual­ 
ly, and no pupil should be excused 
from school for this purpose except 
witli the written consent of the par­ 
ents, to accept specified employment 
for a definite term, under responsible 
supervision by tile school or by other 
approved agencies of the conditions 
of employment. 
“6. It would be helpful in cities, and 
especially in industrial communities. 
if, for boys and girls over 14 years of 
age in or out cf school, certain definite 
courses could be introduced looking 
toward a co-operative half-time plan 
of school attendance and employment 
throughout the year. 
In General 
"7. In general, it 
is believed that 
wherever school boards car. find the 
means, the present emergency is an 
opportune time for readjustment of 
the schools on an all-year-round basis, 
with a school of 48 weeks, divided in­ 
to four quarters of 12 weeks each. The 
schools would then be in continuous 
operation, but individual teachers and 
pupils would have the option of taking 
one quarter off at pre-arranged peri­ 
ods for needed change. 
“8. lf it is not practicable for tlie i 
schools to change at once to the all- j 
year-round program, 
a 
much-needed! 
service can be rendered in mat y local ) 
itits by organizing special summer and I 
evening classes to train young people! 
for the civil service, and to train stem J 
ogiaphers, typewriters, 
clerks, 
and 
secretaries for the commercial world. 
Ii; many 
communities 
numbers 
of 
adult women will be found who are 
free to avail themselves 
of 
special 
training to fit themselves for various 
kinds of positions in office and clerical 
work, taking temporarily the places of 
men called to the colors or to other 
employment. 
“it. Some schools 
should 
consider 
the possibility of arranging a sched­ 
ule for certah groups of students hav­ 
ing a definite prospect of service, in 
accordance with which the summer 
incnths would be spent In school, leav­ 
ing the students free to work on the 
farms during planting 
time 
in the 
spring and again during harvest time 
in the fall. In still other cases, par­ 
ticularly in the smaller communities, 
time may be secured for farm work by 
omitting the usual spring vacation, by 
holding 
school 
on 
Saturdays, 
and 
otherwise speeding up. and thus cont 
pieting the term’s studies some weeks 
in advance of the usual date for clos 
ing the school. 
“IO. Special programs of the type 
suggested in the preceding paragraph 
should be reserved in general for in­ 
dividual students or specially selected 
groups of students who have definite 
plans for proper use of the time thus 
taken from the school. In no case cat 
justification be found for the general 
shortening of the school term in the 
expectation that SOMH students MAV 
find places of useful service. 
“ll. In response to definite requests 
from Government agencies, schools 
should be used from time to time for 
specific preparation of individuals for 
immediate service. 
“12. Boys and girls should be urged 
as a patriotic duty, 
to 
remain 
in 
school to the completion of the high 
school course, and in increasing num­ 
bers to enter upon college and univer­ 
sity courses, especially in technical 
and scientific lines, and normal school 
courses, to meet the great need for 
trained men and women.” 
I, therefore, endorse 
and 
strongly 
urge that you adopt the recommends 
tion of Principal Hammond for an eve­ 
ning high school during the coming 
school year. 
July S. isis. 
Superintendent J. A. Cranston: 
I 
should like at this time to recommend 
that the Board of Education consider 
the m atter of establishing an evening 
high school during the next school 
year. 
I ^believe such a school is especial 
ly needed now' for patriotic reasons. 
Our young men who are about to be 
called into 
the 
country’s 
service 
should have an opportunity to obtain 


some knowledge af a tow of the sub* 
! jects which they are going to find 
useful in their military life. In many 
cases promotion is dependent upon 
the knowledge of mathematics, elec­ 
tricity, machine shop and automobile 
work, and French. 
Women, too, who are rapidly taking 
the places of men in the commercial 
world are seeking training in short­ 
hand. typewriting, bookkeeping, etc. 
Every citizen who wants to prepare 
himself to do more or better work 
in the present crisis should have an 
opportunity to do so. 
I would recommend that instruction 
be given two evenings a week (Mon­ 
day and W ednesday) from 7:15 to 
9:15 throughout 
the 
entire 
school 
year of thirty-six weeks, In the fol­ 
lowing subjects: 
I Mathematics (m ilitary applica­ 
tions.)

eidentals, $30; heat and 
electricity, 
$30. 
Total expense, $2220. 
Under the new 
law 
attendance 
money is allowed 
evening 
schools. 
An average daily attendance of 
IOO 
would mean an apportionment 
from 
the state of $1200, and at least $200 
from the county. 
I am confident that 
with sufficient publicity and with as­ 
surances that courses would continue 
tor the full period of thirty-six weeks 
the attendance would reach IOO and 
possibly more. 
If this were the case 
it would mean tlfat the board would 
have to be responsible for $820. 
In regard to the teaching staff. I 
a.n sure that there would be no diffi 
cutty in obtaining duly certified teach­ 
ers who are anxious to do this kind 
ot work.

WESTMINSTER, July 17.—A very 
interesting account of their trip to 
Kelso, Wash., w ritten since their ar­ 
rival. by Miss Opal Stoves, was re­ 
ceived by her 
friend, 
Miss 
Leaora 
Blakey, last week. 
She and her par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Stoves, 
of 
this place, reached their destination 
about IO o’clock on the Fourth of July 
as they had planned, in spite of sev­ 
eral unforeseen delays and some bad 
roads. 
They had tire trouble while 
going up a steep hill near Burbank, 
their first day out, which was their 
first trouble of the kine! since they 
bought their car, having run the ma­ 
chine HOO miles. 
They took the rome through Bou­ 
quet canyon and around by Elizabeth 
Lake so as to avoid the Ridge route, 
and not making Bakersfield the first 
night, camped in a cactus patch of 
thousands of acres. 
The cactus was 
higher than the machine and was like 
trees. 
The 
next 
day 
they 
went 
through Teion Pass and by Fort Tejon 
at an altitude of 4213 feet, and down 
one long, straight, 
paved 
road 
27 
miles long from the mountain clear 
into Bakersfield. 
About the middle of the afternoon 
they had the first blowout and chang 
ed tires, went through Famosa, Tip- 
ion, Tulare and stopped to have Ute 
tube fixed, and camped that night at 
Traver, near Kings river, 23 miles 
from Fresno; made 133 
miles 
that 
day. 
Miss Stoves writes: 
“Next day we 
went through Fowler and there is a 
town near Bakersfield named Elmer. 
Ask Elmer Fowler 
lf 
it 
is 
na tiled 
for 
hint. 
Went 
through 
Madera, 
Fairmead and stopped for lunch at 
Chowchilla. 
In 
that 
country 
they 
were harvesting grain with a machine 
that cuts, rakes, heads, threshes and 
sacks the grain and takes three men 
to operate. 
Passed through Merced 
and crossed Merced river where five 
trainloads of 
troops 
passed, 
going 
south. 
They leaned out of the win­ 
dows and waived their hats or hands. 
We reached Irwin city, where Arni- 
sons live. about 5 o'clock and intend­ 
ed to leave next morning, but they 
wouldn't have it that way. so we stay* 
ed over one day. 
The 26th we left 
about 8:30. getting cur tire at Tur­ 
lock, where we had left it to be vul- 
anized, went through Modesto and 
Tracy, where the wind was like the 
air from an oven. 
The cat got so 
warm I had to put a wet towel over 
her cage to keep out the heat. Here 
we had some more experience, 
our 
new tire, which had only 
run 
500 
miles, blew out, I think on account 
of the heat and heavy weight on back 
’ires. 
We put on the tire we had 
fixed at Turlock and then we had 
no extra. 
After about fifty ntileg the 
tire we had vulcanized blew out in 
mother place, so we stopped, put on 
a blow out patch and ram hied on. and 
if it didn't do the same thing again, 
so we decided it had seen better days 
and we had to run into San Jose, 
about seven miles, on the rim. 
This 
made three blowouts in one day. 
“In San Jose we got a new tire 
guaranteed for 5000 miles, camped 
near Santa Clara, traveled only 122 
miles, 
earned $2 towing a man into 
town. 
The next day we went into 
Palo Alto and hunted up my cousin, 
Lee Collins, and went through Fre­ 
mont 
grounds watching them 
drill 
and practice. 
Lee got off till ll that 
night, so he went to ’Frisco with us. 
We didn’t get there any too soon to 
see hint, as he was going to leave in 
two days for 'somewhere,’ but from 
all indications thought it was France.

It is by 
bis investigations of the causes, pre 
venticns and cure of lemon gummosis 
that ho is best known here.
